The  sport  of  baseball  is  one 
that  marvels  people  of  all  ages.

This 
past  spring  was  no  exception.  De- 
spite the  record  of  19-34,  the  1994 
CSU  Buccaneer  baseball  team  had 
much  to  be  proud  of. 

"Play  hard"  was  the  motto  of 
the  Bucs  baseball  team.  The  team 
ended  their  season  with  only  19 
victories,  but  each  loss  came  after 
the  Bucs  gave  all  they  possibly 
could.

Can  you  imagine  having  Jean 
Claude  Van  Dame  as  your  per- 
sonal trainer?  Trainers  are  a  vital 
part  of  CSU  athletics.  They  are  pri- 
marily responsible  for  the  preven- 
tion, treatment  and  rehabilitation 
of  athletes.  Some  of  the  preventa- 
tive measures  that  are  used  include 
taping,  bracing,  flexibility  exer- 
cises and  first  aid  in  case  of  injury. 

CSU's  athletic  team  consists 
of  several  students  who  are  inter- 
ested in  pursuing  athletic  training 
or  sports  medicine  as  a  career.  Most 
are  fulfilling  hours  for  College 
Work  Study  and  a  few  are  on  schol- 
arship. 

They  are  trained  partly 
through  basic  training  but  most  of 
the  instruction  is  "hands-on"  un- 
der the  supervision  of  Brett 
Hoffman,  head  trainer,  and  James 
Oglesby,  assistant  trainer. 

"The  biggest  requirement  of 
the  students  is  their  time,"  said 
Oglesby.  The  hours  students  put 
in  can  be  applied  to  the  1 500  needed 
for  certification  as  an  athletic 
trainer.
